RACING AT SUMMER FATR. 

Sporting Editor Bulletin: “I have read 
your interesting article on the above 
subject in Friday’s paper, and I regret 
very much to see that the directors u1 
our Fair Association, while adding to 
the prize list, saw fit to reduce the run- 
ning races to a point that gives no en 
couragement to shipping good horses into 
the country. The harness races are 
practically the same as last year, while 
the rumning races have been reduced 
from 7 open events te 4. You say in 
your article that “The board is not fa- 
vorable to too many running races, open 
to outside horses, and has adopted a pro- 
gram to meet local conditions.” 

Why they should be opposed to getting 
outside running horses here is beyond 
me, when they are catering to the out 
side harness horses) Tt looks to me if 
our présent board of directors have acted 
in a very narrowaninded way and have 


shown their prejudice to one branch of }* 


the sport, while favoring the other. The 
rimning races ave without doubt the best 
races for the Exhibition Association both 
from an advertising and financial point 
of view, last year four states were re- 
presented by rtinners, while only one 
sent trotters. Again the purses given to 
runners aré much smaller than those to 
the harness horses, (why this should be 
1 could never learn), and it is to see the 
ranning races that seven out of ten per- 
sons pay admission to the grounds and 
day after day fill the grandstand. 

Again the “local conditions” of this 
country call for the encouragement of 
the thoroughbred more than any other 
breed of horse, and it is only by giving 
good prives both at the races and in the 
prize ring that we may hope to have 
good sires shipped into the country, for 
the improvement not only of the racers 
but of all other breeds of horses by the 
infusion of the thoroughbred blood, The 
standard bred horse of today would not 
be in existence if it were not for the 
thoroughbred, and ‘the bred has to be 
constantly reinforced with thoroughbred 
blood to keep it up to its high standard 
of speed and stamina. 

The late board of directors saw the 
great value of the thoroughbred blood 
for the improvement of the horses of Al- 
berta, and Mr, Bremner was to have 
waited on the Minister of Agriculture 
and lay the matter before him with the 
view of getting the department to take 
the matter up. It is to be hoped that 
when the next board is appointed that 
a fair proportion of it will be made up 
of men interested in the thoroughbred, 
for it is only by the general use of that 
blood that we may hope to see the im- 
provement in our horses which is so 
much needed,”*

TRAINS MEET HEAD-ON; 
THREE TRAINMEN DEAD 


Disastrous Collision Near Brandon— 
assenger Train Took Wrong Sid- 
ing—Accident Occurred on Curve 
Passenger Engine Crushed by 
Heavier Freight Mogul—Conductor 
and Engineer Responsible. 


__— 


Brandon, Man., Mar, %—A disas- 
trous head-on collision resulting in the 
death of three O, P. R, employees took 
a}/Place yesterday at a point about a 
mile and a half west. of here. The 
dead are; Engineer Hiram Hodgson, 
Fireman J. W. Perchley and Brake- 
man Thos. Leech, all ef Brandon. 

The Estevan local passenger train 
pulled out of the depot at 19.50 under 
charge of Conductor Machan with ord- 
ers to run to Kemnay on the old 
south track. By some means these 
orders were not carried out and the 


jttain switched into the north track, 
Ui just west of the depot. 


About a mile 
further on, the line curves through a 
cutting, and at that point the train 
hed attained a good speed when it was 
met by a heavy eastbound freight, The 
mpoct was terrific, the emaller en- 
gine of the passenger train being 
crushed like a paper box, The two 
engines were tirmmly wedged together, 
the tender of the passenger locomotive 
ond express car together with — five 
‘reight that it carried the light pas- 
being ditched and reduced to splint- 
ers. The engineer and fireman of the 
local were irightfully mangled. 
Thrown From Engine. 

Leach, who was braking on the 
freight, appears to have been thrown 
off the engine, sustaining a broken 
neck. The engine erew of the freight 
jumped just in time to avoid injury. 
When the trains met the brakes on the 
freight were hard set or it is probable 
that theycasualties would have been 
more numerous as there were a large 
number of passengers on the Estevan 
train, 

It cannot be ascertained if the dead 
engineer ever say the oncoming dan- 
ger, but it is supposed that the smoke 
obstructed his view. The approach of 
the passenger train was first noticed 
by the conductor and the brakes were 
jammed down as tight as possible, but 
not in time to avoid the disaster, So 
great was the momentum of the heavy 
freight that it carried he light pas- 
senger train back 40 yards after the 
impact. Baggageman George Bird and 
Express Messenger Shildel, who were 
in the express car, had a most mir- 
wculous escape, as the car turned an 
almost complete somersault and was 
badly shattered. Their injuries am- 
ounted to severe bruises. Both are in 
the hospital, but are expected to be 
out in a few days. The whole of the 
dead were married men and Hodgson 
was about to retire from the company’s 
service. His engine was No, 136, while 
that of the freight was of the mogul 
type, No. 2602. 

Both Are to Blame. 

Coroner Moore droye out to the 
scene of the accident and has ordered 
an inquest for tomorrow, An investi- 
gation into the accident was held last 
night but no details were obtainable. 

When interviewed tonight, Superin- 
tendent Uren stated that the engineer 
of the passenger train was equally to 
blame with the conductor. He (Uren) 
was in posgession of the copy of the 
order found on Hodgson and also the 
copy that had been signed by him 
ond returned to the conductor. Mr. 
Uren is at a loss to understand the 
occurrence, as it happened on what is 
practically a straight and open stretch 
of treek, He can only attribute it to 
ine ise. that Hodgson was not ina 
normal state of heaith and that the 
conductor was engaged in the train at 
the time. Hodgson had been with the 
company some 25 years, and bore an 
excellent reputation. The investiga- 
tion held last night showed that the 
speed of the freight had been reduced 
to ten miles an hour as is cuStomary 
to slacken speed and round the curve 
just beyond the scene of the accident. 

Brakeman Leach met his death und- 
er rather peculiar circumstances. When 
the engineer warned him to jump, he 
for some reason tried to cross to the 
other side of the engine, but failed 
before the crash came and was killed 
by being thrown against the tender. 
Hodgson leaves a wife and three young 
children, while Perechley and Leach 
were both young married men, but 
without families. Hodgson’s remains 
will be shipped to Fort William.
